Lunatics’ ‘Mad Career, 
' Through the Streets. 


WHOLE-CITY DESTROYED, ° 


New York, Yesterday. . 


The hurricane was followed by 
scenes exceeding in horror any- 
thing witnessed in Santo Domingo 
for the past decade, The disorder 
and alarm were increased by the 
destruction of the principal luna- 
tic asylum, whence the inmates 
who escaped death and injury 
careered wildly. through the 
streets. The entire army paraded 
to give assistance, and the Pre- 
sident, Senhor Trujillo, has taken 
personal charge of relief mea- 
sures, and appealed to the Ameri- 
can Red Cross to send food, cloth- 
ing, shelters, and medical supplies 
as soon as possible, 

The damage.in Santo Domingo 
is estimated at £1,000,000. The 
unfortunate inhabitants are in 
urgent need of water, Many 
robberies already have been re. 
ported as a result of hunger. 

Dominica Destroyed. 
Twenty persons are dead a3 a 
result of the Santo Domingo hur- 
ricane. Immense damage was

It is estimated that 100,000 
people watched a great blaze at

The modern .avenue 
is generally a busy thoroughfare, so 
far from needing exploration that tt 
is pathetically eager to force all it — 
has to show upon the attention of 
the passer-by.

Possibly the special need of that 
world _for_vivid_and_impressive a+ _ 
counts for the tendency to cling to 
the once-telling phrase to the bitter , 
end.

Fortunately for oratora,- 
the bird threatens to be immortal.

SCIENTIFIC.’ EXPERIMENT IN 
"TRISH SEA.: 


Over a period of. two' years 
more than a thousand _ float- 
ing bottles were, released in 
the. Iriah Sea by Dr. R. ‘Jd. 
Daniel, lecturer in Oceanography 
at Liverpool University. Of these 
some five hundred were not ° re- 
covered; some of them, no doubt, 


came to grief on the rocks, while|- 


others perhaps lie in remote inlets 
or have drifted away.on..Jong 
voyages through strange seas. But 
nearly six hundred ware recover- 
ed, and from these it is possible to 
gather some information regard- 
ing sea-drift in, these particular 
waters. : .

ROCKETS TO REPLACE GUNS IN 
NEXT WAR? 


Though cities may become 
shambles and hundreds of ‘thou- 
sands of men, women and children 
may be slain, the next war should 
not be without pyrotechnic splen-- 
dour, for fireworks bid fair to 
supplant cannon in the’ realm of 
artillery, ani ; 
French, German ‘and Italian 
scientists {or seyeral years have 
studied the rocket principle for 
propelling projectiles through the 
air, with a view’ to achieving both 
distance and accuracy. Just: re- 
cently a Frenchman,  Plerre 
Lafonte, brought forward a. model 
rocket which, filled with shrapnel 
exactly aa a shrapnel shell, is 
supposed to be equally effective 
within three miles, and, by reason 
of increased mobility and ‘obser- 
vational visibility, even more ac- 
curate. St ey : 

The principle of the Lafonte 
rocket is exactly that of an or- 
dinary' Fourth-of-July missile. It: 
can be discharged by fusing, and 
need not be mounted, though a 
"ight" mounting ~~ frame, small, 
enough to be carried by an infan- 
tryman, Is provided. The rocket 
contains balls of ‘steel, commonly 
known ‘as shrapnel, and these are 
released by time explosion. : 

‘Battery tn Pocket. , 

One of the chief advantages of 
the pocket “cannon” 18 that it, 
would permit the infantryman’ to 
Iny down his own barrage as he 
advanced, It is estimated’ that 
each man might carry, in: addition 
to ;his rifle, light pack ‘and extra 


ammunition, four to six of these |' 


rqckets—enough. to ‘cover more 
than g short advance. .- 

It is further pointed out that, to 
bring up reserve supplies of 
rockets -would be. even simpler 
than moving field pieces, which ‘in 
the event of unfavourable terrain, 
are usually left well behind after 
a few hours successful fighting.

the diffusion of poisonous gases,
